law. which provides payment of 1100 a 
head for every mon on the ships of an 
enemy when these ships are destroyed. 
A few of the officers will receive pretty 
good fortunes. 

The law governing the distribution of 
this money is very explicit. There arc 
exact provisions for carrying it into 
effect, and every man, according to bis 
rank, will be paid in due season. This 
statute is as follows 

"A bounty shall be paid by the United 
States for each person on board any ship 
or vessel of war belonging to an enemy 
at the commencement of an engagement, 
which is sunk or otherwise destroyed in 
such engagement by any ship or vessel 
belonging to the United States or which 
it may be necessary to destroy in conse- 
quence of injury sustained in action, of 
•100, if the enemy « vessel was inferior 
force, and of $200 if of equal or superior 
force, to be divided id the same manner 
as prize money, and when the actual 
number of men on board any such vessel 
cannot be satisfactorily ascertained it 
shall be estimated according to the com- 
plement allowed the vessels of its class 
in the Navy of the United States, and 
there shall be paid as bounty to the cap-

UNOFFICIAL ADVICES ARE RECEIVED. 



It is Thought at Washington That Act- 
ive Hostilities Have Practically 
Come to an End. 



Nbw York, Aug. 3. — A special cable 
to the Evening Journal from Madrid, 
publiahed in a late extra edition ol 
that paper, saysi 

"Spain accepts the principal condi- 
tions of peace as set forth by the 
American government and only the 
peace details are needed to cause all 
hostilities to cease at once. 

"A peace delegation will be chosen 
at once to confer with the representa- 
tives of the United States. The peace 
conditions set forth by President Me- 
Kinley were discussed at length Tues- 
day by Minister Sagaita, and 
conclusioD it was given out officially 
that the terms of the United States 
would be accepted. There are one 
two amendments in the proosition 
the United States that Spain will ask 
to be made, and, if this is done, pe; 
wiU be declared at once." 

London, Aug. 3.— The Madrid < 
respondent of the Daily Mail says: 

"The government has accepted the 
principle of the American conditions: 
but the acceptance will not be made 
public until inquiries to Washington 
on matters of detail have been settled, 
thus rounding off the preliminary 

LuilXMI, Aug. 1— The Home corre- 
spondent of the Daily Chronicle says. 
"Spain, it is asserted here, has accept- 
ed the American terins, with unimport- 
ant reservations, and the peace prelim 
Ineries will be sicned Saturday." 

Washlngtos, Aujt. 3.— Shortly be- 
fore midnight. Secretary Alirer, as ht 
left the White House after a confer- 
ence with the president, said the ad- 
ministration hod received no official 
information that the Madrid govern- 
ment had accepted the terms of peace 
proposed by the United States.

The un- 
official advices have reached the presi- 
dent in the form not only of pres^ dis- 
patches, but of private dispatches 
from confidential agents of the United 
States government
